Worse than

here is a deficit of $322 
in out­ 
standing claims for sheep killed in 
RnshviUe township, which must be 
paid out of this fund. All of which 
means that the township assessor 
will ljkely 
make 
a 
second 
trip 
around the circuit looking for dogs 
that escaped 
taxation, 
and 
also 
bat Trustee J. V. Young, will de­ 
vote considerable time towards pro­ 
secution, if necessary 
to get 
the 
ax on all dogs. 
The toll claimed by sheep killing 
dogs in the last few weeks has been 
he heaviest in years. In one neigh­ 
borhood—the 
Webb 
community— 
southwest 
of the city, 
claims for 
15322 worth of sheep killed by dogs 
lave been filed with Trustee Young. 
These claims, under the law, are 
paid out of the dog fund and the 
dog fund is maintained by the taxes 
on dogs. 
The fund today was worse than 
nothing. 
There was absolutely no 
money with which to pay these out­ 
standing claims. 
The township as­ 
sessor has been asked to submit his 
report on dog tax collections. 
In 
former years the asesAsor usually 
¡umed 
over about $260. 
If 
this 
amount 
is 
received 
this 
spring 
there will still be a shortage in the 
fund. For this reason a second trip 
will be made by the assessors in or­ 
der to get all of the taxes due the 
township on dogs. 
Trustee Young 
has a list of dog^ owners and in case 
they are not given in for taxation, 
prosecution will follow. The offense 
is punishable with a fine and in ad- , 
dition the owner of the dog is then 
required to pay the tax. Each day 
constitutes a separate offense. 
Trustee Young stated today that 
the thing was serious. The law re­ 
quires that on March 1 the trustees 
must reduce 
their 
dog 
funds to 
$100 and all over this goes to the 
county. 
Trustee 
Young 
had 
a 
shortage in this fund on March 1 
and kept only $67 on hands. 
This 
has long since been paid out. 
The sheep herds of U. S. Maffett, 
Alva Webb, Noah Webb and Jona­ 
than Fore, a<ll in the Webb neigh­ 
borhood, have been exceedingly hard 
hit by the dogs. Outstanding claims 
filed with the trustee for sheep kill­ 
ed are as follows: U. 
S. 
Maffett, 
$45; Alva Webb, $60; Noah Webb, 
IH50 and Jonathan Fore, $67. More 
sheep of Noah Webb were killed last 
Saturday night and he will have an 
additional claim to file. 
The parties have been keeping 
ibeir sheep dose to their homes and 
despite this the dogs have become 
so bold as to approach the houses. 
Saturday ni$it one dog was killed. 
It was reported to the trustee that 
one man was refusing to give up a 
dog known to be a sheep kiilirg an­ 
imal. This offense/is punishable with 
a heavy fine. 
Trustee Young said today that 
tihere were 
at least 500 dogs 
in 
Rushville. “With the high cost 
of 
living soaring,” said Mr. Young, “I 
do not see how the people expect to 
keep the dogs, and especially since 
they do not pay taxes. I guess wo

The production of 100 bushels of corn 
on an acre of land is by no means com 
moo in any state, and especially in 
Oklahoma, where climatic conditions 
are none too reliable, writes a corre­ 
spondent of the Country Gentleman. 
This feat waa accomplished during the 
past year, however, by Earl Ross, a 
farmer boy of Oklahoma county, Okla. 
Earl’s father, a renter, gave him an 
acre of land on what little creek bot­ 
tom there was on the farm, and the boy 
went to Work. The land had been in 
potatoes the year before and weeds 
had overgrown it to some extent. 
In the early spring the land was 
plowed about eight inches deep, and 
then the disk harrow and tbe smooth­ 
ing harrow were run over the plot 
three times before the crop was plant­ 
ed. 
The stand was pretty good and 
cultivation began Immediately, even be­ 
fore the com came up. In addition to 
being harrowed twice, the ccfrn was 
cultivated five times. 
In fact, the 
county agent said Earl almost lived In 
that com patch up to the time the crop 
was laid by. 
But the work paid, for the yield was 
slightly more than 100 bushels to the 
acre. Along with that 100 bushel corn 
yield came other benefit«. There is a 
father who sees more value in what he 
used to term “book farming,” and there 
is a wide awake boy who sees more in 
tbe future of farming than he was ever 
able to me before.

Economy Should be Learned 
This is no time for wastefulness. 
The subject may be threadbare, but 
it is apparent 
that the people 
of 
Rush county 
are 
not 
thoroughly 
aroused 
to the seriousness 
of the 
war in which the United States is 
engaged; they still think of it 
as 
something remote, but there is some 
chance that it will be brought closer 
home to them when it dawns upon 
the average citizen that Rush county 
boys even may go to the front 
in 
France within a few months. 
But as 
to wastefulness. A. 
L. 
Gary sounded a very wise and sen­ 
sible slogan when he said we should 
produce more, 
consume 
less 
and 
waste nothing. 
There is no doubt 
but that the citizen who remains at 
home (the citizen 
means man and 
woman alike) has just as heavy a 
responsibility as the man who shoul­ 
ders arms and faces death« 
Good food is wasted if it gets into 
the garbage pail; if it is allowed to 
spoil in the home: if ruined by care- 
paring 
and 
less cooking, careless 
trimming; if too much is served at 
meals. 
All these things constitute 
items in the 
$700,000,000 
annual 
waste of food in homes in this coun­ 
try cited recently 
by the 
United 
States 
secretary 
of 
agriculture. 
Much of this waste 
is easily pre­ 
ventable. 
That vast amounts of nourishing 
material are thrown out from Amer­ 
ican kitchens and so made useless 
for human consumption, is well es­ 
tablished by the 
returns from gar­ 
bage and fertilizer 
plants showing 
the amount of fats and nitrogenous 
material recovered 
from 
city gar­ 
bage. 
Much of the food is thrown out, 
the specialists say, because so many 
people do not how 
to utilize left­ 
overs or will not 
take the trouble 
to keep and prepare them. The spe­ 
cialists point 
out 
that 
left-over 
cereals can be reheated or combined 
with fruits, 
meats, 
or vegetables 
into appetizing 
side 
dishes; that 
even 
a spoonful of cereal is worth 
saving 
as a 
thickener of soups, 
gravies 
and sauces. 
Stale 
bread 
can be utilized in a variety of ways 
in combination with vegetables and 
meats and in preparing hot breads 
and puddings. Skim milk, too widely 
looked down 
upon 
as a food al­ 
though it contains practically all the 
nourishing elements 
of whole milk 
with the exception of the cream or 
fat, can be used as a beverage, in 
cooking cereals, or as a basis for 
milk soups or sauces. 
Even 
sour 
milk, so largely thrown away, can be 
used in making hot breads or in the 
home 
manufacture 
of 
cottage 
cheese. 
Imjmrtant amounts of perishabMi 
foods are made 
dangerous 
or in­ 
edible in households because 
they 
exposed unnecessarily 
to heat, 
rms, dust, dirt, 
or 
to flies ant 
other insects. 
Much milk spoils quickly because 
it is kept uncovered in warm kitch­ 
ens. ("lose observance of the 
doc­ 


trine—"Keep perishable 
food, 
es­ 
pecially milk, cool, clean and cover­ 
ed continuously” may make a strik­ 
ing difference in the food bills 
of 
many families. 
In other cases, one or two vege­ 
tables, beets or carrots, 
for in­ 
stance, not needed immediately are 
thrown out or allowed to spoil in­ 
stead of being used in soups or com­ 
bination dishes. Fruits which could 
be stewed and kept are allowed to 
spoiL 
Vegetables 
and 
fruits 
in 
quantities often are stored in hot 
damp, and poorly 
ventilated 
bins 
and under conditions which hasten 
wilting, 
fermentation 
and 
decay. 
Fruits, surplus beans, tomatoes and 
other vegetables produced in home 
gardens are allowed to spoil on the 
vines or rot on the ground. A morn­ 
ing’s work would can and preserve 
such surplusage for use when fruits 
and vegetables are scarce and high 
in price. 
Many housewives who complain 
that children and adults will not eat 
breakfast cereals fail to realize that 
the cereals they serve 
are under­ 
cooked, 
scorched, 
or 
improperly 
seasoned and thus 
made 
unpalat­ 
able. Most of the cheaper foods re 
quire careful seasoning 
and pre­ 
paration to be fully 
appetizing. In 
many 
households, 
the 
specialists 
believe, 
proper 
attention 
to the 
choking of these cheap and desir 
able foods 
will 
increase 
greatly 
their consumption and thus reduce 
considerably the use of more 
ex­ 
pensive foods eaten instead of ce­ 
reals. 
Much useful food gets into 
the 
garbage pail because the housewife 
in preparing potatoes or other veg­ 
etables and fruit, 
such as apples, 
cuts off with the skin a considerable 
percentage of edible material. Care­ 
less paring of potatoes 
may con­ 
sign as much as 20 per cent of the 
edible portion, including outer lay- 
containing 
valuable 
mineral 
substances, to 
the garbage 
pail. 
Many persons are unaware that the 
green and tender tops of many vege­ 
tables which contain valuable min­ 
eral and other food substances, are 
excellent cooked as greens, or even 
as additions to salads. 
Many families take pride in serv­ 
ing lavish and oveibonntiful meals. 
Such meals lead inevitably to waste 
of food on the table and to overeat­ 
ing, which often impairs health and 
efficiency. 
The sane standard, "Eat 
enough food and no more,” rigidly 
followed, would reduce greatly food 
bills in many 
homes 
and, 
at the 
same time, tend 
to improve 
the 
physical condition of all members 
of the household. 
Housewives,

food and not too much, should ask

about tenth in the queue. 
Suddenly 
the women rushed through the door 
like beasts of prey 
and splinters 
of glass flew about. I got in with 
the second batch and secured a half 
loaf-—-the very last piece of bread.”

If all th e people of a state could 
come togeth er to conduct th e common 
business, to make laws, execute laws 
and interpret laws, th ere would be no 
need of a constitution because th e 
people would do th e work of govern­ 
ment th emselves. 
Since th ey cannot 
come togeth er but must depend upon 
representatives it is necessary th at 
th e people lay down th e principal 
rules wh ich are to guide th eir repre­ 
sentatives and to declare th at certain 
th ings sh all or sh all not be done by 
th em. 
Th e constitution is th is declaration 
by th e people. It controls legislatures, 
executives, courts, cities, towns, coun­ 
ties and townsh ips. It Is th e supreme 
law of th e people made by th emselves. 
It sets up th e main parts of th e ma­ 
ch inery of government and tells wh at 
legislatures, executives and 
courts 
may or may not do. Noth ing can be 
done contrary to it by any official and 
wh en it defines a way to do any th ing 
th at th ing must be done In th at way 
because any act in violation of th e 
constitution is void. 
Th e constitution of a club or society 
is th e simplest form of constitution. 
Th e members of th e society eith er by 
th emselves or by specially ch osen 
committees draw up a constitution 
wh ich makes th e general form of or­ 
ganisation and government of th e 
club. Th is is th e supreme law of th e 
club and cannot be ch anged except 
by th e m/" pbers of th e club. 
Clubs 
also * 
set of by-laws wh ich are 
^ ^ and ch anged by th e club or by 
officers from time to time. 
Th e constitution of th e club corree- 
ponds to th e constitution of th e state; 
th e by-laws correspond to th e acts of 
th e legislature. 
Th e constitution is 
made by th e members of th e club and 
in th e case of th e state by th e mem­ 
bers of th e state—th e people. 
Th e 
by-laws are made and ch anged by th e 
officer« of th e club and in th e case of 
th e state by th e legislature. Th e con­ 
stitution is, th erefore, th e h igh er law. 
It may be made only by th e people 
th emselves acting th rough a specially 
appointed representative. 
It cannot 
be ch anged except by th e special ap­ 
proval of th e people. Hence it ough t 
to be only th at part of th e law wh ich 
is permanent and not ch angeable. 
Th at wh ich is subject to frequent 
ch anges belongs to th e by-laws—made 
by th e legislature. 
A constitution 
sh ould, th erefore, be a sh ort statement 
of principles wh ich are reasonably 
permanent and not a mass of details 
wh ich need frequent ch anges. 
Th e constitutions of th e states stt 
up a form of government for th e state 
consisting of a legislative, executive 
and judicial department, declare wh o 
h as th e righ t to vote and th en set 
forth some of th e th ings wh ich cannot 
be done by officials. Th e people, jeal­ 
ous of th eir righ ts, fearing th at offi­ 
cials migh t 
sometimes 
go wrong, 
declare th at certain th ings may not be 
done. 
Th e people, for instance, will 
not tolerate interference with religious 
freedom; th ey will not permit a man’s 
h ouse to be search ed with out a war­ 


rant; or permit a man’s life, liberty or 
property to be taken except by fair 
trial and judgment 
To guide th eir representatives th e 
people declare in th e constitution th at 
certain th ings may be done and put 
th e duty upon legislatures to pass cer­ 
tain laws. 
In effect th e constitution is a grant 
of power from th e people to th e gov­ 
ernment. 
All political power in th is 
country rests In th e people and th ey 
delegate in th e constitution th at part 
of th eir power wh ich th ey are willing 
to trust to th eir officials. 
Th e constitution as we know it, or­ 
iginated in th is country in th e time of 
th e revolution. In England th ere was 
a constitution but it consisted in 
grants of righ t to th e people from th e 
government. 
Th e colonies were gov­ 
erned by ch arters granted by th e 
crown. Th e?e ch arters were constitu­ 
tions. 
Wh en th e colonies th rew off 
th e crown, th ey th rew off th e ch arters 
and stood free and independent of all 
auth ority . 
Th ey th en drew up th eir 
own form of government and fixed it 
in a written constitution. 
Th us th e 
colonies reversed th e old order of con­ 
stitution and instead of making th em 
a grant of righ ts from th e government 
to th e people, th ey became a grant of 
limited powers from th e people to th e 
government. 
Since th at day every state in th e 
Union h as h ad its constitution. In all 
casés th ese constitutions were made 
by th e people’s representatives ch osen 
for th e purpose and practically all 
h ave been adopted by th e direct vote 
of th e people. 
Th e example of written constitutions 
in America spread all over th e world 
and practically every civilized coun­ 
try now h as a written constitution. In 
monarch ial countries th ese constitu­ 
tions are grants of righ ts to th e people 
from th e rulers. In democratic coun­ 
tries th e constitution is th e people’s 
law wh ich controls every act of th e 
rulers, and th e very existence of th e 
rulers th emselves. 
Noth ing furth er need be said to in­ 
dicate th e great importance of consti­ 
tution making th an th us to point out 
th e place of th e constitution in our 
political sy stem. Since it is th e peo­ 
ple’s supreme law, it needs to be 
framed with great wisdom, far-sigh ted- 
ed vision, and th e widest information 
gleaned from th e experience of popular 
government th rough out th e world.

Raising Turkeys 
A turkey when hatched should be left 
in the nest until strong enough to stand 
alone. It dose not require any feed 
during the first thirty-six hours of its 
Ilfs. The ben and poults should be 
placed in a roomy coop on the grass, 
preferably short. 
Ground bone or sand and plenty of 
clean, fresh drinking water should be 
before them at all times. For the first 
feed use eggs boiled hard, chopped fine, 
with crushed shell also. Add a gen­ 
erous pinch of pepper, also a bit of 
finely chopped onion topa or alfalfa 
leaves, which are excellent 
Also feed milk curd pressed dry and 
sprinkled with pepper. In addition to 
this, feed prepared chick feed, which 
makes a fine balanced ration. If any 
signs of diarrhea appear, give cold tea 
and rice water to drink instead of wa­ 
ter. Watch closely for lice, which are 
usually found on the head, under the 
wtnjps and around the vent Bemember 
that lice are sure deetb to young tor- 
ksyu.

Fertilizer from Tarred Streets May Be Harmful 


Those who use street sweepings to 
fertiilzç gardens should avoid man­ 
ure that contains oil or tar. Either 
of these substances is harmful 
to 
plants, specialists in the U. S. De­ 
partment 
of 
Agriculture 
warn. 
Sweepings 
from 
tarred pavements 
or oiled roads are likely to contain 
them. 
Oil droppings 
from 
motor 
cars often 
mix with 
such waste, 
also. If sweepings are collected with 
some care and before rain or water 
from street sprinklers have reached 
them and washed out the elements 
of fertilizing value, they can 
be 
used advantageously. 
In connection with the spread of 
the city gardening movement, 
now 
popular throughout 
the 
country, 


the Department of Agriculture 
be­ 
lieves a warning in regard to oil and 
tar damage should be given. A spec­ 
ialist in the Bureau 
of Chemistry 
cities an instance of damage -lone 
to a garden 
near 
Silver 
Spring, 
Montgomery County, Maryland, 
oAj 
which unsorted 
street 
sweepings 
from the District of Columbia were 
used. This garden, according to the 
specialist, was 
ruined 
by the tar 
products in the fertilizer and it was 
necessary to remove 
the top soil 
and resurface the entire plot with 
new soil. 
It is suggested by 
this 
official that with seme attention to 
detail it might be possible to collect 
sweepings from streets that are not 
tarred, and perhaps from other pub­ 
lic places.

The seed bed for po­ 
tatoes should 
be deep 
and 
well- 
prepared. 
Potatoes 
require 
large 
amounts 
of available 
plant 
food. 
Therefore it is desirable 
to apply 
commercial fertilizer containing ap­ 
proximately 2% nitrogen 
and 10% 
phosphoric acid at the rate of about 
400 pounds per acre. Early potatoes 
should be planted as soon as 
the 
ground is in good condition. 
Late 
•varieties can be planted from May 
20 to June 10. 
Irish Cobbler 
and 
early Ohio are suitable early var­ 
ieties. 
For late potatoes use Rural 
New 
Yorker, 
Burbank’s 
seedling 
and the Raleigh. 
‘‘Plant potatoes in rows 28 to 36 
inches 
apart. 
The 
seed 
pieces 
should be placed 
12 
to 14 inches 
apart in the row. Cover the potatoes 
about 4 inches. 
“The most important insect both­ 
ering potatoes 
is the potato beetle. 
This can be controlled by spraying 
the vines with a solution of arsen­ 
ate of lead made by mixing 2 pounds 
of arsenate of lead with 
50 gal. 
water. 
In smaller amounts use the 
same proportions.”

Economy Should be Learned 


This is no time for wastefulness. 


The subject may be threadbare, but 
it is apparent that the people of 
Eush county are not thoroughly 
aroused to the seriousness of the 
war in which the United States is 
engaged; they still think of it 
as 


something remote, but there is some 
chance that it will be brought closer 
home to them when it dawns upon 
the average citizen that Hush county 
boys even may go to the front in 
Prance within a'few months. 


But as to wastefulness. A. 
L. 


Gary sounded a very wise and sen- 
sible slogan when he said we should 
produce more, consume' less and 
waste nothing. 
There is no doubt 


but that the citizen who remains at 
home (the citizen means man arid 
woman alike) has just as heavy a 
responsibility as the man who shoul- 
ders arms and faces death. 


Good food is wasted if it gets into 


the garbage pail; if H is allowed'to 
spoil in the home; if ruined by care- 
less cooking, careless paring 
i and 


•trimming; if too much is served at 
meals. 
All these things constitute 


items in the $700,000,000 annual 
waste of food in homes in this conn- 
try cited recently by the United 
States secretary of 
agriculture.' 


Much of this waste , is easily pre- 
ventable. 


That vast amounts of nourishing 


material are thrown out from 'Amer- 
ican kitchens and so made useless 
for human consumption, is well es- 
tablished by the returns from gar- 
bage and fertilizer plants showing 
the amount of fats and nitrogenous 
material recovered from 
city gar- 


bage. 


.Much of the food is thrown out, 


tile specialists say, because so many 
people do not how to utilize left- 
overs or will not take the trouble 
to keep and prepare them. The spe- 
cialists point out 
that 
left-over 


cereals can be reheated or combined 
with fruits, 
meats, 
or vegetables 


into appetizing 
side 
dishes; that 


*ven a spoonful of cereal is worth 
saving as a thickener of soups, 
gravies and sauces.

It'all the people of-a state could 


come together to conduct the common 
business, to mate laws,'execute laws 
and Interpret law's, there would be no 
need of a constitution because .the 
people would do the work of govern- 
ment themselves. Since they cannot 
come together but must depend upon 
representatives it is necessary 'that 
the people lay down the principal 
rules which are to guide their repre- 
sentatives and to declare that certain 
things shall or snail not he done by 
them. 
The constitution is this declaration 


by the people. It controls legislatures, 
executives, courts, cities, towns, coun- 
ties and townships. It is the supreme 
law of the people made by themselves. 
It sets up the main parts of the ma- 
chinery of government and tells what 
legislatures, executives and courts 
may or may not do. Nothing can be 
done contrary to it by any official and 
when it defines a way to do anything 
that thing must be done in that way 
because any act in violation of the 
constitution is void. 
The constitution of a club or society 


is the simplest form of constitution. 
The members of the society either by 
themselves or by specially chosen 
committees draw up a constitution 
which makes the general form of or- 
ganization and government of the 
club. This is the supreme law of the 
club and cannot be changed excepl 
by the n>' vbers of the club. Clubs 
also v .^f set of by-laws which are 
^"Snd changed by the club or by 
. officers from time to time. 
The constitution of the club corres- 


ponds to the constitution of the state; 
the by-laws correspond to tie acts ol 
the legislature. The constitution if 
made by the members of the club and 
in the case of the state by the mem- 
bers of tfie state—the people. 
The 


by-laws are made and changed by tni 
officer* of the club and in the case of 
the state by the legislature. The con- 
stitution is, therefore, the higher law 
It may be made only by the people 
themselv.es acting through a specially 
appointed representative. It cannot 
be changed except by the special ap- 
proval of the people; Hence it ought 
to be only that part of the law which 
IB permanent and not changeable 
That which is subject. to frequent 
changes belongs to the by-laws—made 
by the legislature. 
A constitution 


should, therefore, be a short statement 
of principles which are reasonably 
permanent and not a mass of details 
which need frequent changes. 
The constitutions of the states sf 


•un a form of government for the state 
consisting of a legislative, executive 
and Judicial department, declare who 
has the right to vote and then set 
forth some of the things which cannot 
be done by officials. The people, jeal 
ous of their rights, fearing that offi 
clals might sometimes go wrong 
declare that certain things may notbe 
done. The people, for instance, ,wil 
not tolerate interference with religions 
freedom; they will not permit,a mans 
house to be searched without a war-

To guide their representatives the 


people "declare In the constitution that 
certain things may be done and put 
the duty upon; legislatures to pass cer- 
tain laws. 
In effect the constitution is a grant' 


of .power, from the people to the gov- 
ernment. All political power In this 
country rests in th&. people and they 
delegate in the constitution that part 
of their power which they are willing 
to trust to their officials. 
The constitution as we know it, or- 


iginated in this country in the time of 
the revolution. In England there was 
a constitution but it consisted in 
grants of right to the people from the 
government. The colonies were gov- 
erned by charters granted by the 
crown. These charters were- constitu- 
tions. When the colonies threw off 
the crown, they threw off the charters 
and stood free and independent of. all 
authority. They then drew up their 
own form of. government and fixed it 
in a written constitution. Thus the 
colonies reversed the Old order of con- 
stitution and instead of making them 
a grant of rights from the government 
to the people, they became a grant of 
limited powers from the people to the 
government. 
Since that day every state in the 


Union has had its constitution. In all 
cases these constitutions were made 
by the people's representatives cho'sen 
for the purpose and practically all 
have been adopted by the direct vote 
ol the people. 


- The example of written constitutions 
iri America spread all" over the world 
and practically every civilized coun- 
try now has a written constitution. In 
monarchial countries these constitu- 
tions are grants of rights to the people 
from the rulers. In democratic coun- 
tries the constitution is the people's 
law which controls : every act of the 
rulers, and the very existence of the 
rulers themselves. 
Nothing further need be said to in- 


dicate the great Importance of consti- 
tution making than thus to point out 
the place of the constitution In our 
political system.' Since it is the peo- 
ple's supreme law, it-,needs to be 
framed with great Wisdom, far-sighted- 
ed vision, and'the widest Information 
gleaned from the experience of popular 
government throughout the world.'
